A Memorial to the President of the United States.

The Memorial of the Senate and House of Represeniatives of
the Stale of Minnssota respecifully represents :

That the inhabitants and citzens ot said State, being on and
near the castern and southern boundary line of the bioux
Reservation, as fixed and indicated by the treaty of Mendota,
entered into between the United States and the Med-ay-wee-
Kan-toan and Way-pay-Kon-tay bands of Dakota and Sioux
Indians, August fifth, to the year of our Lord one thousand
oight hundred and fifty-one, have always understood that gaid
eastern boundary line was by the west line of Range number
thirty-one (31), west of the fifth principal meridian, aud the
southern boundary line by the Big Cottonwood river, in said
State, and that the Indiaus composiug said bands have always
understood that the boundaries above indicated were the eastern
and southern boundaries of said Reservation.

That under a survey made by the United States Government,
or under its authority, in the year of our Lord one thousand
eight hundred and fifty-nine, 8 creck or stream which runs
into the Minnesota river about one mile east of the west line
of Range number thirty-one (31), was established as Little
Rock river, and a line running due south from the mouth of
